The term ''social service" is constantly undergoing 
broader definition. For the present purpose we have in- 
cluded under it those tasks and problems which require 
for their understanding a social approach, whether they 
are encountered out in the community or within the church 
itself. 

The classification is not, and cannot be, sharply accurate. 
There are books that might properly be listed under more 
than one heading. The reader who is interested in a defi- 
nite problem should consult the sections which cover its 
various phases. The suggestions for cross reference will 
make this more readily possible. 

The lists are of course far from exhaustive. The aim 
has been to provide material for the general reader, and a 
guide to more advanced and standard works for library 
use. A directory of agencies and publications has been 
appended in order to furnish the reader with sources for 
more detailed and recent information in any given field. 

The needs of the layman have also been kept in mind. 
Material will be found in the lists for developing intelligent 
interest in social themes among members of the church. 
There are times when ever3rthing depends on being able to 
put the right book in the hands of an inquirer. 

The best material on topics of current interest, such as 
questions relating to the war, must be searched for in 
magazine articles. The local librarian is usually glad to 
be asked for help in getting material together.
